Moscow Radio said the agree- 
ment, signed in the Soviet capi- 
tal, provides for a Russian loan

Majali, 44, became Prime Min- 
ister and Minister of Foreign 
Affairs last year.

When Premier Majali took 
office in May, 1959, he issued a 
policy statement saying that his 
government would not align it- 
self with “any foreign political 
or military pact.” 


He added that Jordan would 
remain a “pact-free country” ex- 
cept for its commitments under 
the Arab League collective secu- 
rity pact. 

Majali took office at the re- 
quest of King Hussein when the 
former Premier Samir Rifai, 60, 
resigned for reasons of health. 


Government authorities in 
Amman announced last march 
that security police had wn- 
covered a plot to assassinate 
Majali along with Nasser ben 
Jamil, an uncle of King Hus- 
sein. 


At that time, the Government 
announced a number of persons 
who had arrived from the Unit- 
ed Arab Republic by way of 
Lébanon had been arrested in 
the plot.

From the first the Red revolution: in China has been 
nationalistic in character, and although it soon became 
apparent that the new regime would have to seek the tech- 
nical assistance of Soviet Russia, following its quarrel with 
the West, this seems to have been regarded as a matter of 
necessity dictated by circumstances rather than of natural 


The Russians and Chinese have never found that they 
have much in common, and, indeed, in the past the Chinese 
have suffered more aggression from Russia than from any 
other foreign nation. A large part of what is now Eastern 
Siberia was formerly Chinese territory—-however sparsely 
occupied. And even today, Soviet Russia is Red China’s 
only rival on the Asian mainland in a very real sense. The

There is no doubt that 
Soviet Premier Khrushchev’s condemnation of the Red 
Chinese “people’s commune” system rankled with the Pei- 
ping leaders; other differences were speedily found until 
at last we have Peiping calling Mr. Khrushchev a “reac- 
tionary” and a “deviationist”

raw communism while Peiping is prepared to stand by

Breaking of Nyasaland Deadlock Paves Way to Constitutional Gov't 


Nyasaland, the Cinderella 
rovince of the Federation of 
hodesia and Nyasaland is off 
to a new start. Ever since the 
Federation came into being in 
1953 the more militant nation- 
alist leaders of this smail Brit- 
ish Protectorate have been in 
a state of conflict with the au- 
thorities. Finally relations 
deteriorated to a point where 
in 1959 a state of emergency 
had to be declared; and this 
was followed by the arrest of 


many leading African politi 
cians, including Dr. Hastings K. 
Banda. 


But a triumph of statesman- 
ship has broken the deadlock 
which prevented the people of 


Nyasaland from advancing 
peacefully toward gself-govern- 
ment. 


The story of the agreement 
reached in London to provide 
Nyasaland with a new territo- 
rial constitution is one of the 
most hopeful developments in 
a part of Africa where race re- 
lations have net been marked 
by conspicuous harmony in re- 
cent years.

Ruthless Game of 


To the Editor: 

I have noted with interest 
the activities of the Commu- 
nist delegates attending meet- 
ings in Japan during August to 
observe the 15th anniversary 
of the dropping of the atomic 
bomb. 


Now in August, 1960, a note 
in the news says that Mr. Molo- 
tov has been brought back 
from “exile” in Ulan Bator to 
a new and important assign- 
ment in Europe as a Russian 
representative. This serves to 
remind us that the month of 
August marks the 2lst anniver- 
sary of another memorable his- 
torical event. I think it would 
be appropriate if the Commu- 
nist delegates in Tokyo would 
commemorate the signing of 
Aug. 23, 1939, of the nonaggres- 
sion pact between Hittierite 
Germany and Soviet Russia. 


I, for one, would like to hear 
their explanations of that pact 
which at the time astonished 
the citizens of both countries 
who until that day had been 
taught to hate each other. It 
also astounded and worried the 
Japanese. 

In view of more exciting 
events taking place there has 
been little or no interest in the 
publication of the secret proto- 
cols of this pact which decided 
to divide a conquered Poland 
between the two countries, and 
a payment of $7% million by 
Russia for a certain strip of 
territory.

secret protocols made a year 
later whereby Russia, Germany, 
Italy and Japan divided the 
world into spheres of influence 
for themselves. These said: 
“The Soviet Union declares that 
its territorial ambitions center 
south of the national territory 
of the Soviet Union in the direc- 
tion of the Indian Ocean.” 

All these plans went awry 
when Germany attacked Russia 
but they serve as examples of 
power politics and high level 
hyprocrisy on the part of the 
Soviet Union—traits that Russia 
still’ has today in her inter- 
national dealings. 

It was the signing of the Ger- 
manRussian nonaggression 
pact on Aug. 23, 1939, which 
opened the eyes of many libe- 
rails toying with communism 
and it caused the defection of 
many Communists just as did 
Russia's more recent crushing 
of the revolution in Hungary. 

Now Molotov is back on the 
scene at a time when Russia is 
bearing down hard on Iran. It 
tends to take us back 20 years. 
Russian policy has not changed 
as much as one would think be- 
cause of the death of Stalin. 
Khrushchev's sudden switch 
from peaceful coexistence pro- 
paganda to a policy of threats 
of destruction by rockets is 
merely a continuation of the 
Soviet’s ruthless game of power 
politics meant to achieve their 
aims in complete disregard of 
any previous commitments or 
international obligations.

3-Dimensional Space 


To the Editor: 

Last week Radio Moscow re- 
ported another triumph in space 
travel—sending a 4.6-ton space 
vehicle carrying animals into 
orbit and bringing them back 
alive. To be sure, it is a re 
markable development in the 
technical knowledge of the 
mankind. We wish to express 
our high estimation of the con- 
tributions of the Russians on 
this field of science. 

However, we are now in the 
midst of difficult troubles be- 
tween West and East. It is our 
great regret that any achieve- 
ment in the space exploration is 
likely to be related to military 
purposes. 

To my philosophy of life, 
strange to say, it is almost im- 
possible to eliminate the pres- 
ent troubles as long as we cling 
to the surface of the earth. The 


energy and activity of the 
mankind has become too ample 
to be absorbed in this two-<i- 
mensional space. The only 
breakthrough will be found in 
three dimensional outer space. 
Thus we will have to keep the 
space exploration as a trump 
card to cope with the disputes 
between the West and East. 

It will be noted with particu- 
lar interest that a joint Soviet- 
American space project was 
recently suggested by Prof. L. 
I. Sedov, Russia’s No. 1 sgatel- 
lite expert in Stockholm. 

It is suggested that the pet 
theory of peaceful coexistence of 
Mr. Khrushchev should be real- 
iged through cooperation in 
such a joint research project, if 
he wishes to carry it out with 
clean hands.

This agreed constitution has 
met with universal approval in 
Nyasaland, despite the reéeserva-

The Afri- 
cans in particular, have wel- 
com the important break 


with the past which will en- 
title thern to command a major- 
ity in the Legislative Council. 

The Nyasaland conference 
did not, however, discuss the 
future relationship of the Pro- 
tectorate to the Federation. 
That question will be settled at 
a separate conference to 
held in London early next year 
when the Federal constitution 
comes up for review. 

Dr. Banda and his supporters 
are strongly opposed to Nyasa- 
land’s continued membership of 
the Federation. They prefer to 
seek an association with the 
other British territory on its 
frontiers, Tanganyika, where 
Julius Nyerere’s multiracial 
Government has achieved con- 
spicuous success in promoting 
good race relations. 

But these difficult problems 
belong to another chapter. 
new Nyasaland constitution 
will ensure that whatever hap- 
pens in the future,. the Afri- 
cans will be in a strong posi- 
tion to speak for themselves 
through thefr elected members 
in both the Legislative and 
Executive Councils. 

The great achievement of the 
Nyasaland conference is that it 
has buried years of suspicion, 
and temporarily ended the bit- 
ter political cqnflicts that .have 
clouded its future. It offers a 
solid basis for peaceful con- 
stitutional development. As 
such it constitutes a useful be- 
ginning for better things in the 
future, provided the spirit that 
animated the London confer- 
ence can be preserved.

With a general election 
ahead, various parties have 
now come out with medium and 
small enterprise policies, but 
most of them seem to be no 
more than clap-trap protec 
tionist policies.

petition without introducing 
new techniques, increasing 
their productivity and thus 
reducing production costs. For 
this purpose, the Government 
and political parties are called 
upon to take more basic meas- 
ures to help these enterprises 
streamline their production and 
management functions.

Industrialization 

The Hokkaido Development 
Agency recently announced a 
new policy for industrialization 
of the area with emphasis on 
heavy and chemical industries. 
Earlier in the month the Eco- 
nomic Deliberation Council 
came out with a 10-year pro- 
gram for decentralizing the na- 
tion’s industry by opening up 
the underdeveloped areas of 
Hokkaido, Tohoku, Chubu and 
northwestern Japan. The plan 
is a natural one in view of the 
heavy concentration in the na- 
tion’s industrial centers, caus- 
ing a short supply of industrial 
water and other inconveniences. 
More fundamentally, the inter- 
est in developing’ untapped 
areas arises from the desire for 
a uniform elevation of the na- 
tion’s living standards in all 
parts of the country. In deve- 
loping Hokkaido, first considera- 
tion should be given to deter- 
mining where the emphasis 
should be laid. Besides estab- 
lishing a coastal industrial belt 
for heavy and chemical indus- 
tries and opening up roads, it is 
essential that transportation be- 
tween Hokkaido and Honshu 
be facilitated.—Hokkaido Shim

It 
could be anything from Com- 
munist competition between 
Russia and China for control of 
Outer Mongolia to Communist 
competition for influence in the 
shifting regions of Southeast 
Asia, the Middie East, Africa 
and Latin America. The field is 
broad enough to occupy the 
fertile minds of the Marxist egg- 
heads for some time to come. 


African Affairs 


NEW YORK (UPI)—The 
New York Herald Tribune 
commented that despite what 
appedrs as a rebuff by the U.N. 
Security Council, the Soviet 
Union had made headway in the 
Congo. 

“They have encouraged the 
Premier (Lumumba) to chal- 
lenge the U.N. purpose and stir- 
red up a good deal of trouble 
in an area where the West is 
sensitive,” it said. “At the same 
time, they have never commit- 
ted themselves beyond the point 
where a graceful retreat was 
possible. It was a shrewd op- 
eration, and may have won 
them a Castro in the Congo.” 

The paper termed the break- 
up of the Mali Federation “A 
depressing disappointment to all 
who still hope for sense and 
sanity in Africa's march to free- 
dom.” 

“It is sad indeed that a new 
nation of the French Commu- 
nity, whose progress and sereni- 
ty have been among the most 
encouraging developments of 
the postcolonial era, should 
have fallen prey to Africa's 
growing Balkanization.” 

The editorial said that French 
President De Gaulle’s efforts to 
mend the breach “could mean 
much not only to the future of 
the Mali Federation.but the en- 
tire African Continent.” 


Christians in Congo 


VATICAN CITY (AP)—The 
news service of the Vatican's 
Congregation for the Propaga- 
tion of the Faith reports “Chris- 
tians of the Congo feel great an- 
xiety im the face of threats 
against the Church.” 

The international’ service, 
which distributes weekly mimeo- 
graphed news items about the 
Roman Catholic Church's wofld- 
wide missionary activities, spe- 
cifically mentioned threatened 
demonstrations against Catholic 
missions on Aug. 14 and 15. 

“While hostile manifestations 
were being threatened against 
the missions young Catholics 
and their elders took up posi- 
tions to defend their churches 
and their priests if necessary,” 
a dispatch from the Congo capi- 
tal of Leopoldville said. 


Referendum Proposal 


LONDON (AP)—The London 
Times suggested the United na- 
tions should supervise a referen- 
dum in the Congo's breakaway 
Katanga Province. 

Discugsing the U.N. role in the 
Congo, the Times said it should 
stick to “clear cut, attainable 
and limited objectives.” 

“The plainest of these was to 
see the Belgian troops on their 
way and this duty is almost fin- 
ished. It must continue to give 
the Congo the benefit of techni 
cal advice and assistance, if pos- 
sible on an increasing scale. 

“But it will not be possible if 
Mr. Lumumba’s henchmen go 
on behaving like hoodlums, be- 
cause the United Nations staff 
will not stand it any more than 
would the Belgians. 

“As for the Katanga, it is be-

coming obvious that the only 
likely solution without blood- 
shed lies in a referendum under 
United Nations supervision. The 
Security Council should next 
turn its attention to this prob- 
lem.” 


No Middle Road 


TAIPEI (UPI)—An_ iInfluen- 
tial Taipei newspaper hailed 
the visit of the Japanese par- 
liamentary goodwill mission as 
“a significant event.” 


The China Post said that 
Tsuruhei Matsuno, president of 
the House of Councillors and 
leader of the séven-member 
mission, Was “not only a wide 
ly respected elder statesman of 
his country exercising consk 
derable influence in its polit. 
ics but also a renowned antk 
Communist and an arch enemy 
of neutralism. 


The paper tndorsed Matsu- 
no’s remarks that there is no 
middie road in the fight be. 
tween democracy and comymnu- 
nism. 

“This is exactly what we be- 
lieve,” the paper said. 

“It is unfortunate that some 
minority groups in many na- 
tions, including Japan, are still 


not fully convinced by the 
logical conclusion of Speaker 
Matsuno. 


“The recent turmoils in many 
lands are but a few symptoms 
of such lack of conviction,” the 
paper said. 


Molotov Redivivus 


NEW YORK (AP)—The New 
York Times said on the sub- 
ject of the reappearance of V. M. 
Molotov into field of inter. 
national diplomacy: 

“The political implications of 
this shift may well be great, 
and already understandable spe- 
culation has begun linking this 
move with reported increased 
Soviet-Chinese tension, or with 
Mikhail Suslov’s recent greater 
prominence in the Moscow hier- 
archy. 

“But whatever the political 
meaning of this new assign- 
ment, Premier Khrushchev has 
to this moment at least treated 
his defeated antagonist more 
kindly than Stalin and Molotov 
treated Trotsky, Bukharin, 
Rykov and the other giants who 
lost the Kremlin battles of the 
1920s and 1930s.” 


Conditions in China 


PEIPING (Kyodo-Reuter)— 
The People's Daily said natural 
disasters had already affected 
more Chinese farmland this year 
than last year, which was ear- 
lier described officially as hav- 
ing the worst natural calamities 
for 10 years. 

The paper called for new ef- 
forts by all people, to make up 
for the losses. 

It said despite advances of 
Chinese agriculture during the 
10 years of the Communist re- 
gime “we are still unable to get 
rid of the effects of natural con- 
ditions.” 

“Last year for instance more 
than 500 million mou (about 
130,000 square miles) of farm- 
land were affected by natural 
calamities and the figure this 
year has already exceeded 600 
million mou (156,000 square 
miles).” 

The People’s Daily concluded: 
“To meet the demands of the 
continued national economic 
leap forward, to try our best to 
make up the loss caused by con- 
tinued natural disasters in the 
field of agricultural production, 
and also to strive to increase 
our reserves to accord with the 
present conditions of our agri- 
cultural production which is 
still unable to maintain com- 
plete stability under existing 
conditions, we must put agricul- 
tural production, especially 
grain production, in first place.” 

Reports reaching Peiping dip- 
lomatic circles recently have in- 
dicated shortages of food in 
many parts of China where long 
droughts seriously affected the 
harvest in May and June. 

Peiping citizens who former- 
ly supplemented their rations 
by eating meals in restaurants 
have been told recently that 
they must present grain coup- 
ons for meals. 

Cotton clothing allowances 
have recently been tightened 
here with inclusion of socks 
and underwear in the list of 
things requiring ration tickets, 
usually reliable sources said. 

The Chinese press is report- 
ing widespread cultivation of 
virgin land in many parts of 
China and the utilization of 
waste land for growing veget- 
ables and other foodstuffs as 
part of the campaign to increase 
food supply.
